1. On 2 April 1975, 

Director of the U.S. Army Institute of Heraldry and find out from 
them how we could officially obtain their participation in the prep- 
aration of designs and the associated costs of producing Intelligence 
Community Medals. I accomplished that task through a meeting with 
Dr. Landrum, the Institute's Deputy Director, approximately two 
weeks ago.

Once a design is selected, 
it will take four to five months to produce and provide a supply of 
medals for our use.
